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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1955. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  Is  my  privilege  again  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
during  the  year.  Tables  are  set  out  in  the  follovsdng  pages  giving  statistical 

information  relating  to  the  past  Five  years.  Although  the  Rural  District  can  not 

be  described  as  small  in  the  usual  sense  of  the  word,  indeed  it  is  larger  than  a number  of 
Boroughs  and  larger  than  the  smallest  Coiaity,  nevertheless  owing  to  small  numbers  certain 
of  the  rates  are  subject  to  considerable  fluctuation  from  year  to  year.  Taking  the 

figures  generally  it  can  be  said  that  Flaxton  Rural  District  enjoys  a higher  standard  of 
health  than  does  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  year  showed  a remarkable  absence  of  measles,  only  one  ca3«  being  notified, 
and  this  disease  appears  to  be  settling  dovm  in  this  district  to  a distinct  two  year  cycle. 
Diphtheria  has  now  disappeared  from  our  table,  the  last  case  being  in  1951*  The 

figures  for  the  whole  country  are  even  more  impressive,  3,575  cases  notified  in  are 
now  reduced  to  51  cases  in  1956.  The  campaign  for  maintaining  a high  percentage  of 

children  immunised  against  diphtheria  has  paid  rich  dividends  and  there  must  be  no 
relaxation  in  our  efforts  to  maintain  this  happy  state  of  affairs. 

Whoop.lng  cough  vaccination  combined  with  diphtheria  vaccination  commenced  in  1952 
in  this  area,  and  again  the  figures  are  satisfying.  The  average  number  of  cases  per 

year  in  the  Four  years  prior  to  this  was  103,  in  the  four  years  since  it  has  been  26. 

1956  will  be  remembered  as  the  year  in  which  the  manufacture  of  a vaccine  against 
poliomyelitis  commenced  and  was  made  available  to  children  bom  between  1947  and  1954. 
Children  had  to  be  registered  for  this  some  time  before  the  vaccine  was  made  available. 

It  is  a measure  of  the  wisdom  of  our  populace  to  record  that  no  less  than  63.3^  of  those 
children  of  school  age  were  registered  and  49.5?o  of  pre-school  children  were  "signed  up". 
All  these  children  are  now  vaccinated  at  the  time  of  writing.  As  far  as  I know  no 

untoward  effects  were  produced.  No  case  of  polio  was  notified  during  the  year. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  nausea  and  vomiting  in  one  of  our  schools  in  September 
effecting  21  children.  Although  school  milk  could  not  with  certainty  be 

incriminated,  it  was  highly  suspect,  having  an  unduly  high  bacteriological  count  (more  than 
300  million  per  c.  C.) 

For  a Rural  District  the  area  is  well  provided  with  water  and  sewerage,  although 
the  r^ld  increase  in  housing,  both  by  private  enterprise  and  by  the  Council  hascled  to 
some  difficulty  in  coping  with  efficient  treatment  of  sewage  in  all  cases. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  those  employees  of  both  District  and  County  Councils 
working  in  the  area  who  co-operate  so  well  in  ensuring  that  the  services  provided  in  the 
field  of  health,  work  so  smoothly  and,  I believe,  well.

A comprehensive  Domestic  Help  Service  is  in  operation  throughout  the  area,  and  arrangements 
for  assistance  can  be  made  through  the  County  Area  Health  Office,  Manor  Road,  Easingwold, 

Telephone  851324 

Applicants  for  Domestic  Help  ore  Informed  that  a standard  hourly  charge  is  in  force,  but 
they  are  all  offered  the  opportunity  of  being  assessed  according  to  financial  circumstances. 

The  charges  paid  vary  from  the  maximum  of  3/-  per  hour  down  to  the  minimum  charge  of  3/"  per  week. 
Assistance  can  be  provided  for  up  to  44  hours  in  any  week,  but  the  number  of  hours  granted  is 
dependent  on  the  circumstances  of  each  individual  case.  Priority  is  given  to  the  provision 

of  he]^  in  cases  of  domiciliary  confinement,  and  cases  of  this  nature  normally  continue  for  two 
weeks.  In  the  Flaxton  area  there  is  considerable  demand  for  assistance  to  cases  of  aged 

and  chronic  sick  persons  and  these  cases  are  usually  of  long  duration. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES 

The  vihole  area  Is  served  by  either  static  clinics  in  the  major  parishes  or  by  attendance 
of  the  Mobile  Clinic, 

The  County  council  continues  to  be  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  and 
much  of  the  structure  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  is  abolished.  By  utltlslng  voluntary  helpers 

at  these  clinics  and  by  the  very  welcome  co-operation  of  several  tradesmen  in  the  area,  the  efficient 
supply  of  these  foods  has  been  maintained  at  very  little  cost  to  the  ratepayer, 

MATERNITY  HOSPITALS 

Admissions  are  arranged  by  a person's  own  doctor.  Booking  clinics  are  held  at  the

REPORT  OF  THE 

SURVEY  R AND  -.CHI SF  runUO  HEALTH  FOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairraan,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I again  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  a further  report  upon  the  work  of  this 
department.  In  this  Instance  for  the  year  1956* 

I regret  that  this  report  has  been  held  up  for  such  a long  period  due  to  the 
extremely  difficult  staffing  conditions  with  which  the  department  has  been  faced  during  the 
last  twelve  months,  and  It  Is  for  this  reason  that  the  report,  although  now  being  made 
available,  will  be  summarised  as  far  as  ever  possible,  with  possibly  some  further  comment  In 
the  1957  report. 

There  has  been  continued  progress  In  connection  with  sewage  disposal  during  the 
year,  and  the  Council  have  had  under  Consideration  at  some  length,  action  required  to  deal 
with  the  problem  of  overloading  of  sewage  disposal  plants  due  to  the  extraordinarily  rapid 
rate  of  building  taking  place  in  the  area.  Many  difficulties  arise  In  what  would  on 

first  consideration  appear  to  be  a simple  matter  of  extending  existing  plants;  and  unexpected 
opposition  to  certain  proposals,  consideration  of  alternatli/es,  the  preparation  of  schemes 
and  not  least  the  obtaining  of  consent  and  approval  and  the  clearing  of  financial  Implications 
can  result,  as  Is  the  case  In  the  area  at  the  moment.  In  building  where  It  Is  rapid  and 
extensive  overtaking  the  facilities  available. 

The  Council  have  considered  during  the  year  the  problem  that  arises  from  the  discharge 
of  farm  drainage  Into  the  new  sewerage  schemes  of  the  Council  and  whilst  the  Council  have  left 
this  matter  open  It  Is  very  clearly  established  that  farm  drainage  Is  a particularly  strong 
sewage;  that  most  authorities  are  considering  this  to  be  trade  waste  and  which.  If  the  authority 
are  satisfied  will  Interfere  with  their  treatment  of  the  domestic  sewage,  they  can  properly 
refuse  to  receive.  It  must  be  remembered  that  schemes  In  the  area  are  all  designed  for 

domestic  sewage  of  normal  strength  and  to  receive  farm  drainage,  (which  I personally  feel  Is  very 
desirable  to  have  Into  the  se.jers  If  continued  pollution  of  watercourses  Is  to  be  avoided)  may 
lead  to  additional  expenditure  on  works*  extensions  er  additional  treatment  plartwhlch  might  well 
be  appreciably  heavy. 

The  problem  of  staff  continues  to  be  one  of  very  real  difficulty  and  hardship. 

Repeated  changes  of  staff  which  take  place  for  a variety  of  reasons  and  the  near  Impossibility  of 
obtaining  anyone  with  knowledge  or  experience  of  the  work  has  at  times  made  continuance  near  nigh 
impossible.  Staff  changes  and  replacement,  whilst  looked  upon  In  these  days  by  most  bodies 

as  something  to  be  expected,  Is  really  basically  a very  serious  problem  Indeed. 

I would  again  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  and  the  Members  of  the  Council, 
for  their  tolerance  during  the  year  and  for  their  helpfulness  and  co-operation  without  which  It  Is 
quite  true  to  say  the  work  of  the  department  could  not  possibly  function,  either  efficiently  or  even 
sensibly.  I would  like  also  to  express  to  the  Council  my  appreciation  of  the  woric  of  the 

staff  of  all  departments  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance,  but  particularly  the  staff  of  my  own 
department  despite  the  many  changes,  for  their  sustained  efforts  despite  many  difficulties  to  achieve 
some  semblance  of  efficiency  and  for  In  general  their  enthusiasm  for  the  many  tasks  and  duties  which 
fall  upon  them,  l would  include  In  this  observation  the  members  of  the  staff  who  have  left 

the  Council's  service  during  the  year  as  wall  as  those  present,  and  there  has  been  ample  evidence 
from  those  members  who  have  gone  of  their  enjoyment  of  the  work  and  the  conditions  under  which  It  was 
carried  out.

WATER  SUPPUES. 

I have  little  to  comment  upon  under  this  heading  other  than  to  say  that  there  are  very  fev* 
even  Isolated  properties  without  water  supply.  There  have  been  some  further  connections  to 

mains  as  will  be  shown  by  the  tables,  and  there  Is  an  Increase  in  the  percentage  of  occupied  properties 
enjoying  a piped  supply  of  water.

I wish  to  keep  ny  coraments  as  brief  §s  possible  In  this  report  In  view  of  the  lateness 
of  Its  Issue.  I have  inade  some  brief  coiTiraents  under  this  heading  In  ny  prelininary  remarks. 

I would  only  add  that  during  the  year  a system  of  sewerage,  and  sewage  disposal  plant,  was  completed 
In  the  parishes  of  Holtby  and  Harton,  thereby  reducing  the  margin  of  properties  within  your  council's 
area  not  provided  with  proper  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  iaclllties. 

There  were  very  serious  complaints  about  the  pollution  of  an  open  watercourse  In  New 
Earswlck  during  the  year  which  caused  some  diffuculty  by  the  many  visits  which  were  made  without  any 
smell  being  observable,  even  when  the  watercourse  was  disturbed  and  agitated.  It  was 

ultimately  however  established  that  a very  offensive  smell  was  at  certain  times  noticeable  and 
although  there  Is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  an  appreciable  amount  of  smell  arose  from  leaking  gas 
mains  adjoining  the  watercourse,  there  was  a layer  of  sludge  on  the  bed  which  no  doubt  was  giving  o^ 
under  certain  conditions  an  offensive  odour.  The  beck  was  swept  throughout  its  length  and 

the  sludge  decanted  and  discharged  into  sludge  lagcons,  and  no  complaints  haVe  since  been  received. 

It  did  result  In  further  consideration  being  given  to  the  overloading  of  the  small  estate 
sewage  disposal  plant,  originally  a private  estate  works  later  taken  over  by  the  Council  to  ensuBe 
reasonable  maintenance,  and  a resolution  that  this  small  plant  be  dispensed  with  In  view  of  Its 
deteriorating  structural  condition  and  Its  replacement  by  a new  pumping  station  discharging  Into  the 
main  Haxby  sewerage  scheme.

PUrBLIC  CUANSING 


I have  no  conunent  to  make  under  this  heading  other  than  to  say  that  a weekly  service  Is 
still  maintained,  but  only  with  the  very  greatest  difficulty  in  view  of  the  rapidly  Increasing 
number  of  properties,  and  only  In  consequence  of  very  considerable  overtime  working,  the  increasing 
number  of  properties  interfering  as  It  does  with  the  schedules  of  collections  which  have  to  be  so 
meticulously  calculated  to  ensure  tine  and  day  being  knovm  to  enable  the  bins  to  be  placed  at  the 
gate,  which  Is  a part  of  our  present  collecting  system, 

I think  it  could  quite  safely  be  said  that  no  other  local  authority  can  surpass  the  number 
of  houses  being  collected  by  the  vehicles  and  loaders  employed  on  this  work  by  this  authority,  but 
the  capacity  of  the  vehicles  and  the  teams  Is  continually  being  stretched  and  approaching  nearer 
and  nearer  to  the  breakdown  point.  The  decision  of  the  Council  to  purchase  a larger  capacity 

vehicle,  and  continuing  this  service  with  only  two  vehicles,  will  still  be  in  my  view  the  most 
economical  system  of  collection,  whilst  I believe  putting  It  on  to  a much  sounder  footing.

HOUSING 


I do  not  propose  to  comment  to  any  extent  upon  the  year's  work  under  this  heading  other 
than  to  say  that  the  number  of  new  houses  erected  and  completed  by  the  Council  during  the  year  is 
very  small  Indeed,  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Council  felt  a little  uneasy  as  to  the 
possibility  of  over  building  and  having  houses  vacant,  resulting  in  a slowing  down  of  the  programme 
and  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  Council  to  purchase  any  new  sites  for  further  building;  perhaps, 
it  might  be  said,  with  justification  in  view  of  the  decision  of  the  Ministry  at  the  latter  end  of 
the  year  under  review  to  discontinue  subsidy  payment  on  Council  housing  other  than  for  slum 
clearance  and  properties  for  aged  persons. 

I do  not  propose  to  say  much  on  the  question  of  the  slum  clearance  programme  this  year, 
although  it  has  had  some  rather  more  intensive  consideration  during  the  year.  In 

connection  with  slum  clearance  the  problems  facing  the  Council  have  been  much  alleviated  by  the 
fact  that  throughout  their  post  war  building  programme  the  hardship  suffered  by  persons  living  in 
unfit  houses  has  consistently  been  given  the  same  consideration  as  all  other  cases  for  housing, 
placed  before  the  Council.  I think  it  may  suffice  for  this  report  to  say  that  the  Council's 

five  year  programme  is  progressing  reasonably  well  and  I will  give  fuller  information  on  this  in  a 
future  report.

There  have  been  no  outstanding  factors  worthy  of  special  comment  under  this  heading  during  the 
year.  The  Inspection  of  all  carcases  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the  table  of  condemnations 
is  an  Indication  of  the  work  carried  out. 

Milk  supply  Is  passing  more  and  more  Into  the  hands  of  the  large  combines  with  distribution  In 
sealed  bottles  only,  limiting  the  offences  committed  and  probably  reducing  the  risks  of  contamination 
other  than  in  the  event  of  some  mishap,  failure  or  neglect  In  these  larger  centralised  bottling 
establishments.  The  compulsory  pasteurisation  of  milk  has  no  doubt  resulted  In  many  risks  previously 
taken  being  avoided. 

There  are  no  food  premises  of  any  Importance  In  the  area,  the  district  being  concerned  only  with 
a comparatively  small  number  of  retail  food  shops  of  various  types  and  kinds. 

There  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  In  the  area  during  the  year  and  no  other  Incidents 
under  this  heading  of  any  particular  Importance.
